that there is not a Majority of the Pebpl 
for Presbytery to an intolerable Stock of Face, 
and now toſay there is not one in Twenty, 

If this were true, the Zpiſcopd People in 
Scotland can give à very ender Account, 
why they, and not tbe Presbyterians, did not 
manage the Revolution, and why the whole 
Nobility of Scotland, together with the 
Commons c hoſen in Convention, ſhould at fo 
much leiſu;e votePresbyreryinto the Church, 
as the Opinion and Choice of the whole 
Nation, and turn the Biſnops and all their 
ſupernumerary Dependencies out of Doors? 
— What, be turn'd out by one twentieth 
Part; ninetcen Epiſcepel Scots be bully'd by 
one Presbyterian? This looks like the Law 
of making good the Text, One to chaſe 4 
Thouſand, and Two put ten Thonſand to Flight. 
Beſides, who are theſe nineteen Parts of 
Twenty to be meant? —Among the Nobili- 
ty they were not found, nor among the 
Gentryz where elſe were their Epiſcopal 
Principles, when in Parliament they vated 
out the Biſhops, and how few were there 
that ſtood up for them? 

O but they were mobb'd into it, and the 
Rabble did i.— I know that's a mighty Ar- 
gument with them; but this is very unhap- 
Py in the preſent Caſe How could you be 
mobb'd into it? What did the one Pres- 
teriun mobb the nine teen Prelatiſts? Where 
are your Majority, ycur nineteen to one, you 
parted with your Hierarchy mighty tamely, 
Epifccpacy dy d as a Fool dieth 5 if one in 
twenty mobb'd you out of your Church- 
Goverument Let us examine where this 
Majority of nineteen to one is to be found? 


1. They cannot be among the Nobility 3 
they voted you down in Parliament by 
a great Majority. 

2. They cannot be among the Gentry, that 
is, the Barons and Burgeſſes; for they 
choſe Repreſentatives that voted you 
down. as. a publick Nuſance almoft 
unanimouſly. 

3. They. cannot be among the common 
people; for they anticipated the No- 
bility and Barons, and rabbled you out 
of the Churches, as you ſay your ſelves; 
and one in twenty could never have 
done that, unleſs as before yon were 
infatuated, and no Spirit at all ꝑoſfeſs d 
Jau. 
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' Where muſt this great Majorith be, that 
is, ro prove Scotland ſo mightily inclin d 10 
Epiſcopacy? Indeed if you would ſay, that 
Facobitifm is a prevailing Faction in Scotland, 


-and increaſes by the too great Levity of the 


Government, and the Inſolence of the Par- 
ty, 1 ſhall ſay little ta that; but abſtrat Fas 
—_ trom the 4 Party, and you 
will fad the Number very (mall, compar'd 
to what theſe People pretend —= And ac- 
cording to my beſt Information, I ſhall Rare 
it, as I propos'd in a former Paper, N- 116, 


1. The Romany Catbolicks, who ſince the 
Reftoration of Epiſcopac, are very 
much encreas'd in Scotland, make ſome 
Part of the People; and here I muſt do 
the mas Catholicks this ; Juſtice, 
that in the dark and ignorant Higb- 
lands, where the poor People had in 
the Times of Epiſcopacy in Scotland very 
kerle- Care, if aay, taken of them 3 
the Mmiſb Clergy who were in thoſe 
Parts took more Pains to teach, in- 
ſtru@ and civilize thoſe poor ignorant 
People, than the Epiſcope} Clergy did, 
and I believe, gain'd more Proſelites. 
—And1 muſt own, I think it is to the 
Honcur of the one, as much as to the 
Reproach of the other Again it. 
can be proy'd, that fince the Revoln. 

tion, the Prelatifts in the North of 
Scotland have publickly and in their 
Preachings encouraged the People, ra- 
ther to go to the Papiſis than to the 
Pres:yrerians—Under all theſe Adv un- 
tages I do not know, but the Number 
of Roman Cathglicks in Scotland may 
be as one to fo | . 

2, Of the wilde? #igh/ands, who had 
heard lictle of Religion, and for whoſe 
Iaſtruction the Church of Scotlar4 is 
now with her Majeſty's Concurrence, 
raifing a noble Fund, preparing Mini- 
fters and School-M de planted 
among them, and infiryiog them in 
the IRE, the Tongue they ſpeak, in 
order to preach to them; of theſe I 

doubt I may ſay, that their Number, 
which is too great, may be to all the 
People of Scotland, as three in Forty. 

3. Of the Jacobite Diſſenters, who fre-

Government, and profeſs themſelves 
for the Pretender, including the poor 
unthinking People who are debauch'd 
by their Superivrs, and ſubjected by 
their Dependance upon others, 1 don't 
know, but there may be one eighth, 
or as above, five In forty.  _. 

4. Of mc<crly conſcientious principled 
Epiſcopal Diſſenters, who unbiaſs'd with 
Facobitiſm, or aw'd by Superiors, ad- 
here to Prelacy as th: ic Principle, and 
cannot in Conſcience jpyn with the 
Pre sbyterian Miniſtry 3 1 believe, I 
ſpeak with Reaſon, and denot ſingly 
found it on my ee t, there's 
not one to forty in the whole Country. 


All theſe four Sorts make up ten in forty, 


that is, one fourth Part of the People of 


Scotland; and I am perſwaded, the Calcu- 
lation is not ill grounded z how elſe comes it 
to paſs, that the Churches in Scotland are ſo 
crowded, and the ſolemn Commuaions ſo 
follow'd ? How is it, that great Pariſhes are 
to be named in the Countries, where there 
are hardly a Jacobite or an Epiſcopal Perſon 


to be found? How comes it to pals, that all 


the Meetiag : Houſes iu Scotland out of Edin- 
Burg b amount to leſs than forty ? 

It is plain, tis nothing but a Facobite 
Rhodomontade, to talk of the Majority of 
Voices in Scotland being for Epiſcopacy; let 


the Scots ſpeak and act for themſelves, Preſ- * 


bytery is Eſtabliſh'd by L; let the Faco- 
bites receive no Foreign Aid, let no Popiſh 
Invaders joyn with them, let their Pretender 
keep v here he is, and bring them no Help : 
I dare ſay, the e will aſk no Help 
to keep them where They are, and let them 
begin co ſhew their Majorities of nineteen 
to one when they pleaſe. 

Yet one Thing this Kebearſel-does mighty 
well in, and which the Government of Bri- 
tain will take Notice of, I doubt not; viz. 
ſince they think themſelves ſo ſtronꝑ, to take 
care of them accordingly, and prevent as 
far as poſſible the Encouragement they have 
already given, or may for the future give 
to Foreiga Invaders, to diſtutb the Peace of 
the Church of Scotland; which whole Bri-- 
14in, cven the very Church of England 
her sie, is under the ſulemneſt and moſt 
unalterable EBagagements to protect and 
ſupport. IT 
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The Security of the Epiſcopa! Church of 
England, aud the Security of the Presbyterian 
Church of Scotland are reciprocally wrap'd 
up in, and provided for by the Treaty of 
Union, incorporated in it, and made a 
Part of it And I do take upon me to affirm, 
That it is not in the Reach of the preſent 
conſtituted Government of Britain to 
aſſault either of them; and this le:ds me 
to ſpeak a little to the main Point, which 
ſome People would fain render doubtfäl, 
Viz. The unalterable Nature of the UN/ON: 

Io vxplain my ſelf, I ſpeak i: freely; and 
am ready to ſhow my Face to it before any 
Authority in the World, and as the Rebear- 
ſ# fazs, to (uffer any thing the Law can: 
inflict, in Defence of it. 

It is not in the Power of the Parliament 
of Britain, or of any Part ot Braach of the 
Powers now conſtituting the Parliament of 
Britain, whether QUEEN, Lords or Com- 
mons of Britain, whether ſeparately or con- 
janaly, to contravene, repeal, diſſolve or 
alter ANY ONE CLAUSE of the Treaty 
of Uaion, uo not one Tittle. That 1 may not 
be miſunderſtood, pray obſerve. 

I allow, they. may explain or declare the 
true Intent and Meaning of any Ac ti- 
cle ; They may endeavour to render any Ar- 
ticle more effeAua';. they may recognize and 
add new Sanctions to any Part of it; but to 
diſſolve, break, repeal or alter, they cannot, 
I mean LEGALLT ,, for what they cauunt 
LEGALLY do, they may be (aid not to be 
to do. Can this Power make aLaw againk the 
Operations of their Creator? No more can 
thi: Power make a Law againſt the Law by 


which they were eſtabliſn d; in the one, 


they would fin againſt ibe Nature of 4 Law, 
and in the other they would fin againft their 
own Conſtitut ion, and both would ipſo fat 
diſſolve all the Laws they ſhould ſo make. 

I could ſpend a great Deal. of Time to 
prbre tbis, and, run out into-ſeveral D*- 
bates. of the preſent Settlement of the Par- 
liament of Britain, from whence they. de- 
rive, bus] ſha name only two; for ] am not 
afraid: of being pla in even wich the Parlia-- 
ment, h ve I am ſure 1 am right.
